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The  Herbert  M.  Oechsner  Collection 

Classic  numismatic  collections  in  the  finest  tradition  are  marked  by  breadth  of  subject  and  depth  of 
specialization.  Bushnell,  Earle,  Stickney,  Jenks,  Garrett:  the  roll  of  famous  names  echoes  down  the  genera- 
tions. Herbert  M.  Oechsner  strove  for  decades  to  build  a truly  comprehensive  and  broadly  based  collection  on 
their  model,  seeking  to  balance  specialization  in  certain  series  with  representative  examples  from  the  entire 
world  of  numismatic  collecting.  During  his  long  and  distinguished  collecting  career  his  collections  included 
Ancient  and  Foreign  coins,  American  Colonial  and  Federal  issue  pieces.  Tokens,  Medals,  George  Washington 
material.  Patterns,  Colonial  and  early  United  States  Paper  Money,  counterstamped  Cents,  Civil  War  Tokens, 
and  an  impressive  series  of  paper  money  of  New  Jersey,  his  home  state.  As  is  the  case  with  most  advanced 
collectors,  he  parted  with  some  of  these  series  over  the  years.  His  collection  of  "small  change  notes”  of  the  late 
19th  and  early  20th  Centuries  is  the  largest  and  most  important  such  group  ever  offered  at  public  auction. 

While  collecting  actively  in  these  and  other  areas,  he  did  not  allow  his  breadth  of  activities  to  become 
random  or  frivolous.  He  chose  to  pursue  certain  series  in  the  greatest  possible  depth:  his  specialized  collections 
of  New  Jersey  coppers.  Hard  Times  Tokens,  Washingtonia,  and  Connecticut  coppers  are  among  the  most 
comprehensive  ever  assembled.  Not  content  simply  to  "fill  holes”  in  these  series,  he  diligently  sought  the 
finest  possible  specimen  of  each  variety  in  his  specialities. 

In  the  regular  U.S.  series,  his  Half  Cents  include  a complete  date  run,  and  feature  not  only  specimens  of 
the  1796  No  Pole  and  the  1802  reverse  of  1800,  but  also  7 Proofs.  Among  the  Large  Cents  we  find  4 different 
pieces  of  1793;  a Starred  Reverse,  and  18  other  1794’s;  a Jefferson  Head;  an  1807/7  small  overdate,  4 Mint 
State  Classic  Heads,  the  1823  restrike  in  silver,  many  late  date  pieces  in  mint  state,  and  3 Proofs.  His  Pattern 
Coins  include  the  excessively  rare  1849  Bouvet  Eagle  in  copper.  The  Gold  Series  is  representative  from  the 
$1  through  the  Double  Eagles. 

Ancient  Coins  include  a broad  selection  of  Greek  pieces,  several  in  gold;  a Syracusan  Dekadrachm;  an 
important  series  of  Roman  Aes  Rude,  Aes  Signatum,  and  Aes  Grave;  and  an  excellent  offering  of  Roman 
Imperial  silver  and  copper  coins.  Foreign  Coins  include  many  classic  world  crowns. 

The  Oechsner  collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  includes  139  different  Low  numbers,  one  of  the  most 
important  collections  in  this  specialized  field  ever  to  appear  at  auction;  it  includes  rare  and  important  pieces 
from  such  famous  collections  of  the  past  as  the  Bird  holdings,  the  Shumway  collection,  the  Tilden  group,  and 
the  Miller  collection.  Several  of  the  1912  Adams  plate  coins  are  included. 

His  George  Washington  Medals  and  Tokens  include  original  Manly  medals  in  silver  and  copper,  and  a 
silver  Manly  with  the  second  obverse;  an  original  Baker  71;  the  Voltaire,  Westwood,  Fame,  and  Eccleston 
medals;  two  of  the  "Funeral  Urn”  medals;  a "Carry  Me  to  Atwood’s”;  and  two  Wolf,  Clarke  and  Spies  tokens; 
and  both  the  Bushnell  "Fill  Blessed  Sun”  and  a specimen  of  its  later  die  modification  by  Charles  Barber  for 
the  Chapman  brothers,  the  well  known  "13  Links”  medal.  There  are  also  several  of  the  Washington  Buttons, 
including  varieties. 

One  finds,  among  his  other  series,  both  a CSA  "type  set”  and  10  of  the  CSA  "Wealth  of  the  South” 
mulings,  an  impressive  group  in  this  highly  specialized  area.  There  are  also  Leshner  Referendum  Dollars, 
Alaskan  Merchant  Tokens,  Political  Pieces,  and  Revolutionary  War  Medals. 

The  heart  of  the  collection  is  the  American  Colonial  Coinage.  Oechsner’s  famous  collection  of  New 
Jersey  Coppers  involves  nearly  90  lots,  including  such  Maris  numbers  as:  9-G;  10-h,  IIV'2-G;  finest  known  21- 
0;  21-R,  27-j,  35-J,  37-X;  the  Bushnell  plate  coin  of  50-f;  57-n,  76-cc,  77V'2-dd;  the  Maris  plate  coins  of  81;  and 
84-kk.  These  include  many  high  grade  examples.  The  Oechsner  Connecticut  Coppers  collection  is  equally 
famous:  more  than  200  lots  are  involved,  including  many  Condition  Census  and  Finest  Known  examples.  R-6 
and  R-7  varieties  abound.  Perhaps  the  most  important  pieces  is  the  Crosby  plate  coin  of  the  very  rare  1787 
Hercules  Head.  Vermont  Coppers  are  well  represented:  among  the  highlights  are  the  Vermont  Immune, 
several  of  the  "Landscape”  series,  an  EF  "Baby  Head,”  and  an  example  of  the  rare  Ryder  17.  Massachusetts 
Coppers  feature  the  famous  and  extremely  rare  "arrows  and  branch  transposed,”  and  the  finest  known  Ryder 
14-J.  The  Washington  Coins  include  both  Large  and  Small  Eagle  Cents;  2 "Born  Virginia”  pieces;  both  the 
Getz  and  the  Hancock  1792  "Washington  President”  issues;  and  a lovely  specimen  of  the  famous  "Roman 
Head”  copper.  The  Fugio  Cents  include  2 of  the  "United  over  States”  N.ll-A  variety,  and  an  EF  specimen  of 
the  rare  N.19-S.2. 

Rarities  abound  in  the  other  Colonial  coinage  issues.  Among  the  Massachusetts  Silver  Issues  one  finds  a 
New  England  Shilling,  a Willow  Tree  Shilling,  and  an  extensive  offering  of  Oak  and  Pine  Tree  coins.  There  is 
a type  set  of  silver  Lord  Baltimore  coins,  as  well  as  a denomination  set  of  the  Chalmers  pieces.  The  rare 
Sommer  Islands  coinage  is  represented  by  both  the  Shilling  and  the  Sixpence.  Individual  rarities  include 
the  Carolina  ORS;  New  Yorke;  1739  Higley;  French  1670  5 Sols;  silver  Immune  Columbia;  George  III  Immune; 
and  Confederatio  Small  Stars.  The  Nova  Constellatio  series  includes  several  rare  varieties,  as  well  as  the 
extremely  rare  1786  issue. 

New  York  Colonial  Pieces  are  highlighted  by  the  Excelsior/  eagle  left;  Excelsior/  eagle  right,  and 
Excelsior/  large  eagle;  Non  Vi  Virtute  Vici;  Liber  Natus/  NY  Arms,  and  Liber  Natus/  eagle  on  globe;  and  the 
1787  Immunis  Columbia.

It  is  believed  that  Bouvet,  who  worked  with  the  French  Mint,  was  contacted  by  U.S.  repre- 
sentatives in  search  of  a replacement  for  Longacre  in  1849  when  his  lack  of  skill  as  a die 
engraver  was  hampering  efforts  to  prepare  the  Double  Eagle  dies.  The  piece  was  obviously 
prepared  with  the  cooperation  of  the  French  Mint,  and  struck  there,  since  it  bears  that  Mint’s 
edge  stamp.  It  is  equally  obvious  that  Bouvet  did  not  get  the  job  with  the  U.S.  Mint.  Though 
the  workmanship  of  the  piece  is  excellent,  the  design  was  apparently  produced  in  somewhat  of 
a hurry  in  an  attempt  to  conform  with  the  legal  design  requirements  in  force  in  the  U.S.,  but 
without  quite  the  skill  to  interpret  the  eagle  in  a way  that  would  meet  with  approval.  (SEE 
COLOR  PLATE) 

The  piece  is  extremely  rare,  with  only  three  specimens  believed  to  be  in  America,  and  one  more  in  the  British  Museum. 
Farouk  had  two  specimens:  Lot  1735  (the  present  specimen),  and  Lot  1735a,  described  as  "about  Very  Fine”,  which  was 
the  thick  planchet  coin  we  sold  as  lot  1068  in  our  November  11,  1955  Farish  Baldenhofer  Sale,  cleaned  and  lacquered, 
with  a scratch  on  the  cheek.

U.  S.  HARD  TIMES  TOKENS 


In  times  of  economic  difficulty  Americans  have  often  produced  "unofficial”  substitutes  for  money.  One 
such  period  was  the  Civil  War  era  when  an  incredible  quantity  of  imitation  Cents  were  put  into  circula- 
tion by  private  manufacturers  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  coins.  The  period  from  1832  to  1844  was 
notable  for  a similar  but  more  diversified  issue  of  private  tokens.  Those  years  came  to  be  called  the 
"Hard  Times.”  In  1886,  Lyman  Low  published  the  first  organized  study  of  the  tokens  of  those  years, 
listing  96  different  issues;  this  was  increased  in  his  second  edition  in  1899,  and  still  further  in  1906, 
reaching  a total  of  183  issues.  Though  further  merchant  tokens  from  the  same  period  have  since  been 
added  to  the  overall  collecting  category  of  Hard  Times  Tokens,  the  original  183  listed  by  Low  remain 
the  core  of  the  series. 

Around  1912,  Edgar  Adams  (better  known  to  us  for  his  work  on  California  Gold  and  on  Patterns) 
had  a series  of  15  photographic  plates  made,  showing  the  finest  specimens  he  could  locate  of  both  the 
common  tokens  and  the  great  rarities.  Many  of  the  pieces  on  those  plates  are  in  the  present  collection. 

Many  outstanding  collections  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  have  been  formed  during  the  past  century,  but 
only  a few  have  contained  more  than  125  different  Low  numbers.  Those  collections  which  have  been  sold 
publicly  include  the  U.S.  Coin  Co.  sales  of  1912  (142  pieces),  1915  (the  Dr.  French  Collection,  137),  and 
1916  (140);  New  Netherlands’  sales  in  1953  (132)  and  1955  (141);  B.  Max  Mehl’s  Ten  Eyck  (129)  and 
Dunham  (142)  auctions;  Elder’s  1907  sale  of  the  Levick  Collection  (126);  a Hesslein  sale  in  1924  (140) 
and  Wayte  Raymond’s  sale  in  1927  (139);  and  our  own  sales  of  1954  (135)  and  1955  (130).  A few  other 
collections  in  this  category  have  been  sold  privately;  the  A.N.S.  Collection  and  the  Boyd  Collection  are 
probably  the  largest  "old  time”  groups  which  have  not  changed  hands. 

The  present  collection  contains  139  different  Low  numbers  along  with  nine  sub -varieties.  Many  of  the 
great  rarities  are  included.  The  core  of  the  collection  reaches  far  back  in  time:  it  includes  rarities  and 
superb  condition  pieces  from  the  collections  of  Robert  Bird  (who  was  already  well  advanced  in  his 
pursuit  of  the  series  by  1912);  George  L.  Tilden,  General  Secretary  of  the  A.N.A.  in  1910;  Frank 
Shumway;  Don  Miller;  New  Netherlands  45th  Sale;  and  our  1954  NENA  Sale. 

The  overall  condition  of  the  pieces  in  this  offering  is  extraordinary.  Bird,  Shumway,  Tilden,  and 
Miller  were  dedicated  to  acquiring  the  finest  possible  specimens;  the  result  of  their  labors  is  outstand- 
ing. Many  of  Bird’s  coins  were  photographed  by  Adams  in  1912  as  being  the  finest  available  examples. 
No  collection  of  this  scope  has  been  sold  at  public  auction  in  more  than  30  years.  No  collection  of  this 
quality  has  ever  been  sold  publicly!

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With  the  exception  of  a few  lots,  the  majority  of  the  early  Roman  bronzes  offered  below  were 
purchased  from  a Coin  Galleries  Public  Auction  held  on  May  24  and  25,  1963.  Together  these  pieces 
form  an  exceptionally  representative  cross-section  of  the  earliest  coinage  in  use  in  the  Roman  Republic 
from  the  5th  to  the  end  of  the  3rd  Century  B.C.  The  size  and  weight  of  these  items  also  remind  us  that 
coinage  in  the  early  Republic  was  intended  as  a store  of  value  rather  than  a practical  item  of  everyday 
use  or  an  officially  encouraged  means  of  actual  exchange.

U.  S.  COLONIAL  COINS 

THE  SOMMER  ISLANDS  (BERMUDA)  COINAGE 


The  Sommer  Islands  (or  Bermuda  Islands  as  they  are  known  today)  were  inadvertently  visited  by  a 
group  of  Englishmen,  including  Sir  George  Somers,  when  during  a storm  their  ship  became  lost  from 
a fleet  sailing  for  Virginia  in  1609.  Although  originally  considered  a part  of  the  Virginia  claim,  this 
right  was  transferred  to  the  Bermuda  Company  in  161,5,  so  that  the  coinage  that  first  appeared  in  1616 
is  properly  a part  of  the  British,  rather  than  the  colonial  America  series.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  coins, 
which  were  probably  struck  in  England,  are  avidly  sought  by  colonial  specialists  today.  All  denomina- 
tions feature  an  indigenous  hog  on  the  obverse  and  a sailing  ship  on  the  reverse.  They  were  struck  in 
copper  alloy  and  then  lightly  silver  washed.  All  varieties  of  each  denomination  are  quite  rare  today.

THE  SILVER  COINAGE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 


In  1652  Massachusetts  authorized  the  minting  of  a silver  coinage,  with  John  Hull  the  master  of  the 
Mint.  The  first  of  the  types  was  the  NE  design,  with  the  denomination  in  Roman  numerals  stamped 
on  the  reverse.  This  short-lived  coinage  was  superseded  later  in  1652  by  the  Willow  Tree  issues, 
presumably  because  the  simple  design  of  the  NE  series  invited  counterfeits.  The  Willow  Trees  were 
the  first  of  the  tree  coinages,  and  today  are  almost  as  rare  as  the  NE  issues.  They  were  crudely 
manufactured  from  dies  that  rotated  during  the  multiple  sinkings,  so  that  choice,  well-detailed  speci- 
mens are  extremely  rare. 

The  next  of  the  tree  series  featured  the  Oak  Tree  design  which,  although  minted  from  about  1660- 
1667,  retained  the  1652  date,  as  the  Crown  forbade  coinage  after  that  point  in  time.  The  sole  exception 
is  the  Oak  Tree  Twopence,  which  for  some  reason  hears  the  date  1662.  The  Oak  Trees  are  better  in 
execution  than  the  Willow  Trees,  and  far  more  plentiful. 

The  final  design  used  the  Pine  Tree  motif,  which  was  minted  from  1667-1682.  The  shillings  were 
made  on  two  distinct  types  of  planchets,  the  thin,  broad,  “large  planchet,”  and  the  thicker,  shorter, 
“small  planchet.”  Actually  both  types  conformed  to  a standard  of  72  grains  to  the  shilling,  as  did  all 
the  .Massachusetts  silver  issues.  The  coinage  of  Pine  Tree  Shillings  was  rather  plentiful,  and  today 
even  the  collector  of  modest  means  can  (and  should)  aspire  to  own  an  example.

THE  MARYLAND  COINAGE 


In  1659  Cecil  Calvert,  the  second  Lord  Baltimore,  arranged  to  have  a quantity  of  silver  shillings, 
sixpences,  and  fourpences  struck  in  England  for  circulation  in  the  colony  of  Maryland.  In  addition  to 
the  silver  coinage  there  exists  an  extremely  rare  copper  denarium,  or  penny,  with  a different  reverse 
design.  Calvert  s brother  Philip  was  appointed  to  serve  as  governor,  and  he  arranged  for  legislation 
establishing  a mint  in  the  colony.  This  legislation  was  passed  in  1661,  although  it  is  not  clear  if  any  of 
these  pieces  were  actually  struck  in  Maryland.

AMERICAN  PLANTATIONS 


An  important  and  long  neglected  issue  of  early  American  coins,  the  tin  plantation  farthings  were 
actually  the  first  authorized  coinage  for  the  British  colonies  in  America.  The  coins  utilized  the 
Spanish  denomination  to  facilitate  acceptance,  but  unfortunately  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  tin  pieces 
was  not  as  widely  appreciated,  even  though  tin  farthings  and  halfpennies  were  then  being  produced 
for  English  consumption.  Henry  Holt,  a British  tin  farmer,  received  permission  to  produce  the  issues, 
and  we  believe  the  dies  were  cut  by  John  Roettier.  Over  a century  later,  the  Roettier  descendants  sold 
the  dies  to  the  English  coin  dealer,  Matthew  Young.  About  1828  a series  of  restrikes  were  struck, 
probably  using  just  two  each  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies.  These  restrikes  are  today  far  more 
common  than  the  original  specimens,  and  generally  come  in  much  nicer  condition.  Tin  is  a chemical- 
ly active  metal,  especially  at  lower  temperatures,  and  most  extant  specimens  show  varying  degrees  of 
corrosion,  or  “tin  pest,”  due  primarily  to  exposure  to  the  cold  weather.  Naturally  this  is  more  common 
with  the  earlier,  original  pieces.

THE  ROSA  AMERICANA  COINAGE 


In  1772  the  Englishman  William  Wood  received  two  patents  for  coinage,  the  fir.st  to  issue  coins  for 
the  English  colonies  in  America.  The  coins  were  struck  at  146  grains  to  the  penny,  well  below  the 
prevailing  English  standard,  which  provided  a nice  profit  for  Wood  hut  caused  the  pieces  to  be  quickly 
rejected  in  America.  For  the  most  part  the  issues  were  struck  in  hath  metal,  three  parts  copper  to  one 
part  zinc,  along  with  a trace  of  silver.  A number  of  rare  and  interesting  patterns  were  struck  before, 
during,  and  after  the  period  of  regular  coinage.

THE  HIBERNIA  COINAGE 


The  second  of  Wood’s  two  patents  was  to  provide  a coinage  for  Ireland,  and  resulted  in  the  well 
known  Hibernia  series.  These  pieces  were  struck  in  copper,  and  were  about  twice  as  large  in  size  as 
the  Rosa  issues,  but  still  found  little  acceptance  in  Ireland.  Thus  many  pieces  found  their  way  across 
the  ocean  to  the  colonies.  These  were  obviously  struck  in  great  quantity,  as  coins  like  the  1723 
halfpenny  are  quite  common  even  today.  Like  the  Rosa  series,  the  Hibernia  coinage  includes  a 
number  of  pattern  and  trial  pieces.

THE  VIRGINIA  COINAGE 


The  original  charter  of  Virginia  included  the  right  to  produce  its  own  coinage,  but  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge  no  such  pieces  were  ever  minted.  As  would  be  expected,  a shortage  of  small  change 
developed,  and  in  177.3  an  Act  of  the  Virginia  Assembly  called  for  a quantity  of  halfpence  to  be  struck 
at  the  Tower  Mint  in  London.  By  the  time  the  coins  were  produced,  shipped  to  America,  and  the 
appropriate  Royal  Proclamation  issued,  the  Revolutionary  War  had  begun  and  naturally  everyone 
hoarded  their  coppers.  After  the  War  the  coins  achieved  circulation,  as  evidenced  by  the  worn  speci- 
mens encountered  today.

THE  ELEPHANT  TOKENS 

The  three  major  types  that  share  a eomrnon  obverse  die  of  an  elephant  standing  left  on  somewhat 
uneven  ground  compose  the  London,  Carolina,  and  New  England  Elephant  Tokens.  All  were  undoubt- 
edly struck  in  England  by  the  Royal  African  Company,  using  copper  probably  mined  in  Africa. 

The  undated  London  tokens  were  most  likely  struck  circa  166.5,  as  the  legends  refer  to  the  great 
plague  (1665)  and  fire  (1666)  that  struck  London.  Both  the  Carolina  and  New  England  pieces  are 
dated  1694,  and  while  their  legends  refer  to  the  American  colonies,  there  is  no  firm  evidence  to 
indicate  they  circulated  there.

THE  HIGLEY  COPPERS 


Dr.  Samuel  Higley,  a physician  by  training,  was  also  a skilled  metallurgist  and  the  first  individual 
to  produce  steel  in  America.  He  settled  in  Granby,  Connecticut  in  1728,  and  opened  a copper  mine 
which  he  worked  himself.  The  ore  was  of  exceptionally  good  quality,  and  much  of  it  was  exported  to 
England,  but  because  of  the  shortage  of  coins  in  circulation  at  the  time,  he  also  minted,  starting  in 
1737,  a small  quantity  of  copper  tokens.  Although  they  were  never  authorized,  the  pieces  at  first  bore 
the  denomination  of  threepence.  Because  of  their  relatively  light  weight,  he  was  soon  forced  to 
remove  the  denomination,  replacing  it  with  the  legend  VALUE  ME  AS  YOU  PLEASE.  Dr. Higley  died 
in  1739,  and  for  a brief  time  his  brother  John  Higley  continued  the  coinage.

THE  VOCE  POPULI  COINAGE 


These  somewhat  erudely  manufaelured  eoppers  were  never  aetuully  intended  for  eireulation  in  the 
colonies,  hut  rather  like  so  many  other  coppers  of  the  day  found  their  way  over  in  casks  of  hardware. 
Since  they  have  turned  up  in  hoards  of  state  coppers,  they  have  for  decades  been  considered  part  of 
the  Early  American  series.  They  were  oriyinally  struck  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  by  a man  named  Roche; 
little  else  is  known  about  their  manufacture.  The  deeply  cut  designs  and  Latin  legends  resemble  those 
of  Roman  coins.

These  medalets  come  in  two  distinct  sizes,  commonh/  referred  to  as  the  halfpenni/  and  the  farthing, 
but  it  is  doubtful  they  were  ever  intended  as  such.  The  date  1766  refers  to  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act, 
which  was  accomplished  largely  through  the  efforts  of  William  Pitt.  Probably  struck  a few  years  later 
by  a James  Smithers  of  Philadelphia.  The  reverse  ship  obviously  refers  to  commerce,  and  the  Friends 
of  Liberty  and  Trade  was  a New  York  merchant's  association  of  the  time.

RHODE  ISLAND  SHIP  MEDALS 

The  details  surrounding  the  origin  of  these  pieces  are  obscure,  but  they  are  believed  to  be  of  Dutch 
origin.  Unlisted  in  Crosby,  they  were  generally  not  collected  as  an  Early  American  piece  until  the 
later  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  but  are  now  firmly  established  as  part  of  the  series.  The  obverse 
bears  the  retreating  ship  of  the  British  General  Howe,  while  the  reverse  depicts  the  American  retreat 
of  a year  earlier.  The  latter  design  is  particularly  interesting  in  that  the  tiny  troops  are  seen  literally 
evacuating  an  island  in  a body  of  water.  Obviously  the  diesinker  was  totally  unaware  of  American 
geography!

The  first  privately  issued  silver  coinage  in  America  was  also  an  early  storecard.  John  Chalmers,  an 
Annapolis  gold  and  silversmith,  exchanged  his  pieces  for  worn  bits  of  Spanish  silver  prevalent  in  the 
colonies.  Although  the  coins  had  no  official  status,  the  vast  majority  of  extant  specimens  show  moder- 
ate to  heavy  circulation,  de  facto  evidence  of  their  acceptance.  The  pieces  exhibit  a variety  of 
interesting  designs,  with  the  clasped  hands  motif  common  to  all  denominations.

CONTINENTAL  DOLLARS 


With  the  exception  of  a few  excessively  rare  patterns,  the  1776  dated  Continental  Dollars  were  the 
only  American  coins  actually  issued  in  the  year  of  Independence.  The  designs  are  similar  to  those  of 
the  February  17,  1776  issue  of  Continental  currency,  although  it  is  unclear  which  was  designed  first, 
the  coins  or  the  paper.  Clearly  there  was  a need  for  specie  to  support  the  quickly  devaluated  paper 
money,  although  it  is  less  obvious  that  a large  pewter  coin  would  necessarily  serve  that  purpose.  A 
few  specimens  were  overstruck  on  foreign  silver  crowns,  although  almost  all  of  the  precious  metal 
produced  at  the  time  would  have  to  go  to  pay  for  war  supplies.  The  coins  were  probably  struck  in 
Philadelphia,  and  the  one  variety  with  the  E.G.  FECIT  legend  suggests  the  diesinker  might  be  Elisha 
Gallaudet.

The  Nova  Constellatios  were  struck  in  Birmingham  from  dies  cut  by  Wyon  for  Gouverneur  Morris, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Finance  for  the  Confederation.  Unlike  the  famous  silver  issues  these 
pieces  were  not  intended  as  patterns,  but  rather  were  struck  privately  as  a speculative  venture.  For 
Ihe  most  part  both  the  1783  and  178.5  issues  come  well  executed  on  nice  planchets,  although  high 
quality  specimens  are  never  easy  to  locate.  There  is  also  a very  rare  1786  dated  variety,  which 
generally  comes  in  very  low  grades,  that  is  believed  to  be  a contemporary  counterfeit.

THE  IMMUNE  COLUMBIAS 


Among  the  most  famous  of  the  Early  American  types,  the  Immune  Columbia  die  was  first  used  with 
a 1785  date  on  issues  produced  by  Wyon  in  England  married  to  three  different  Nova  Constellatio  dies. 
Specimens  were  struck  in  copper,  silver,  and  gold  (unique).  Later  this  die  was  brought  to  America  by 
Walter  Mould,  where  it  subsequently  saw  service  at  Machin’s  Mill.  (The  Immune  Columbia  with 
Vermont  obverse  is  listed  in  the  Vermont  series.)  A slightly  different  version  featuring  the  date  1786 
and  legend  IMMUNIS  COLUMBIA  is  found  muled  to  both  an  eagle  reverse  and  a shield  reverse,  the 
latter  considered  to  be  part  of  the  New  Jersey  series.  All  these  pieces  are  very  rare  to  extremely  rare, 
with  as  few  as  two  pieces  of  some  of  the  types  known.  The  1787  die  with  legend  IMMUNIS  COLUM- 
BIA, was  the  last  of  these  types  and  is  included  with  the  New  Yorks.

CONFEDERATIOS 

A small  number  of  extremely  rare  combinations  featuring  the  INIMICA  TYRANNIS  and  CONFE- 
DERATIO  dies  were  produced,  possibly  as  patterns  for  a United  States  coinage,  although  all  existing 
specimens  encountered  by  this  cataloguer  have  shown  moderate  to  heavy  wear.  For  a complete  listing 
of  all  types  produced,  see  plate  VII  of  Crosby’s  classic  work  on  Early  American  coins.  The  dies  were 
prepared  in  England  and  like  the  Immune  Columbias  were  later  brought  over  to  America,  so  we 
cannot  be  certain  where  a specific  coin  was  actually  produced.  All  types  are  extremely  elusive,  and 
suffice  it  to  say  that  the  appearance  of  a single  example  from  time  to  time  is  an  important  event.

COPPER  COINAGE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

The  official  copper  coinage  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  was  authorized  by  an  act  of  the 
legislature  in  October,  1786.  Joshua  Wetherle  was  appointed  as  the  mintrnaster,  and  substantial 
quantities  of  coins  dated  1787  and  1788  were  produced.  These  were  the  first  issues  in  America  to 
specifically  bear  the  denominations  Half  Cent  and  Cent.  The  dies  were  produced  by  Joseph  Callender 
and  Jacob  Perkins,  and  featured  a standing  Indian  on  the  obverse  with  an  eagle  on  the  reverse.  The 
obverse  design  is  today  part  of  the  official  Seal  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  overall  quality  of  the  coins 
produced  was  far  above  that  of  the  other  states  producing  coppers  at  the  time.  In  general  they  are 
very  well  slruck  on  excellent  copper  planchets.  This  quality  did  not  come  without  cost,  however,  and 
by  1789  the  expense  of  producing  a piece  was  over  twice  face  value,  which  soon  led  to  a cessation  of 
mint  operations.

THE  DISCOVERY  PIECE 
FINEST  KNOWN  RYDER  4-J

1014  1787  Cent.  Ryder  4-J.  161.5  grains.  This  new  variety,  a cent  of  1787,  is  the  first  new  reverse  die  of 

the  1787-1788  Massachusetts  coinage  discovered  since  the  publication  of  the  Miller-Ryder  reference 
nearly  70  years  ago.  The  obverse  of  this  coin  is  Miller-Ryder  4 of  1787.  Under  the  Miller-Ryder 
classification,  this  coin  would  be  listed  as  variety  4-J. 

A brief  description  of  the  new  die  follows:  The  upper  stroke  of  the  dash  over  the  date  is  heavy. 
The  leaves  on  the  branch  all  turn  upward  at  the  ends.  In  addition  to  the  five  leaves  there  are 
several  twigs  or  leaflets  on  the  branch.  Unlike  any  other  die  of  1787  the  arrows  are  grouped  rather 
indistinctly  into  a compact  mass.  There  are  nine  arrows  with  barbs  and  six  without.  Three  of  the 
barbed  arrows  point  below  the  eagle’s  wing.  The  figures  in  the  date  slope  sharply  down  to  the  left 
from  the  date  line.  The  A in  MASSACHUSETTS  is  recut. 

As  this  coin  is  unique  — only  one  specimen  known  — it  would  be  R-6  on  the  Miller-Ryder  rarity 
scale. 

Usually  when  a new  variety  is  discovered  it  invariably  is  in  rather  awful  condition.  This  is  the 
exception.  A lovely  coin  with  olive  steel  toning.  The  reverse  is  exceptionally  sharp  with  all  of  the 
important  details  minutely  in  evidence.  Noticeably  superior  to  the  only  other  known  example,  the 
Norweb  piece,  which  was  described  as  Fine-12.  Very  Fine. 

Much  of  the  above  description  accompanied  the  coin  when  Q.  David  liowers.  the  discoverer  of  the  variety,  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Oechsner.  It  was  at  the  time  believed  to  be  uni<iuc.  The  only  other  known  example,  about  a prade  lower,  was  discovered  shortly 
afterward , also  by  ().  David  Dowers,  ami  sold  to  Mrs.  Norweb.

COPPER  COINAGE  OF  CONNECTICUT 


The  original  franchise  for  coining  Connecticut  coppers  was  obtained  in  1785  bg  Bishop,  Hillhouse, 
Hopkins,  and  Goodrich.  The  newlg-formed  “Company  for  Coining  Coppers”  apparently  commenced 
operations  rather  quickly,  as  a number  of  1785-dated  pieces  were  produced.  From  this  point  onward 
the  company  underwent  reorganization  a number  of  times,  both  adding  and  deleting  partners.  One  of 
the  final  partners  was  James  Jarvis,  who  then  obtained  the  contract  to  produce  the  Fugio  coppers. 
There  were  several  mints  located  in  the  New  Haven  area,  including  those  under  the  bluffs  of  both 
East  and  West  Rocks,  prominent  local  landmarks  today.  Some  of  the  later  issues  were  actually  struck 
in  New  Jersey  and  New  York.  Most  likely  the  dies  were  produced  by  Abel  Buel  and  James  Atlee,  two 
of  the  more  competent  diesinkers  of  the  period. 

The  beginning  collector  is  often  confounded  by  the  more  than  300  varieties  presented  by  the  Con- 
necticut series,  many  of  which  differ  from  one  another  by  subtle  letter  placements,  minor  punctuation 
differences,  and  so  forth.  However,  we  would  emphasize  that  a collection  of  the  forty-odd  types  is  still 
most  challenging,  but  within  the  means  of  most  any  collector.  Among  these  types  we  find  a number  of 
different  busts,  legend  blunders,  contemporary  counterfeits,  and  even  overdates.  Locating  decent 
examples  of  the  various  types  is  a challenging  task  in  that  many  of  the  pieces  come  on  defective 
planchets,  with  weak  and  uneven  striking,  andlor  centering  problems.

COPPER  COINAGE  OF  NEW  YORK 


No  copper  coinage  was  ever  authorized  bg  New  York,  although  two  private  mints  flourished  in  that 
state.  One  was  operated  bg  John  Bailey  and  Ephraim  Brasher  in  New  York  City,  evidently  striking 
the  Nova  Eborac  coppers,  which  are  punch-linked  to  the  famous  Brasher  doubloons.  The  other  mint 
was  built  by  Captain  Thomas  Machin  in  Newburgh,  with  James  Atlee  as  the  principal  diesinker. 
Captain  Machin  was  the  army  engineer  who  built  the  famous  chain  across  the  Hudson  River  at  West 
Point  to  prevent  the  British  from  passing  that  point  with  their  Navy  and  dividing  the  Continental 
Army.  Links  from  this  chain  are  today  on  display  at  Trophy  Point  on  the  grounds  of  the  Academy. 
The  output  of  the  mint  consisted  primarily  of  lightweight  imitation  British  halfpennies,  but  a number 
of  other  interesting  varieties,  including  the  Excelsior  coppers,  the  George  Clinton,  the  Immunis 
Columbia,  and  the  Indian  obverse  muled  with  various  reverses  were  also  struck.  Eor  over  a century 
these  coins  have  been  considered  to  be  among  the  rarest  and  most  important  of  the  early  American 
issues.

COPPER  COINAGE  OF  NEW  JERSEY 


The  original  contract  for  coining  New  Jerseg  coppers  was  issued  to  Mould,  Goadsbg,  and  Cox  in 
1786.  With  the  help  of  Matthias  Ogden,  a member  of  the  Legislature,  the  latter  two  partners  set  up  a 
mint  at  Rahwag,  and  commenced  coinage  later  in  1786.  Mould  was  sued  by  the  two  partners  for 
failing  to  participate  fully  in  the  process,  and  subsequently  produced  coppers  independently  at  the 
Morristown  mint  beginning  in  1787.  There  soon  developed  further  difficulties  in  the  Goadsby-Cox 
partnership,  and  Ogden  was  appointed  trustee  of  the  dispute.  He  removed  the  minting  machinery  to 
Elizabethtown  and  with  Gilbert  Rindell  overstuck  a number  of  worn  coppers  with  the  New  Jersey 
dies.  About  the  same  time  Ogden  had  Bailey  and  Brasher  of  New  York  resume  the  operation  of  the 
Rahway  mint.  In  addition,  a few  varieties  were  struck  in  the  next  few  years  at  Machin’s  Mill.  The 
principal  diecutter  for  all  these  issues  appears  to  have  been  James  Atlee. 

This  wide  variety  of  sources  has  created  one  of  the  most  popular  series  in  the  field  of  early  Ameri- 
can coins.  The  more  than  100  varieties  all  have  a horsehead  over  plow  and  shield  designs,  but  beyond 
these  features  there  are  a number  of  individualistic  characteristics  to  fascinate  today’s  collectors. 
These  include  various  treatments  of  the  plow,  horse’s  mane,  and  shield  designs,  as  well  as  numerous 
legend  variations.  The  planchets  come  in  many  different  sizes,  even  within  the  same  variety  and,  as 
previously  noted,  some  of  the  later  issues  were  overstruck. 

Note:  Many  of  the  most  outstanding  rarities  and  finest  condition  pieces  in  this  collection  were  ac- 
quired at  the  Schulman  sale  of  the  famous  collection  of  Dr.  Jacob  N.  Spiro,  March  18,  1955.

Vermont  teas  the  first  of  the  “colonies”  to  actually  issue  its  own  coinage,  although  in  1785  it  was 
still  not  a state.  The  legend  STELLA  QIJAHTA  DECIMA  refers  to  its  desire  to  become  the  fourteenth 
state,  an  eventuality  that  soon  came  to  pass.  The  mint  was  established  by  Reubon  Harmon  at  Rupert, 
and  the  earliest  issues  featured  a distinctive  landscape  design  with  a sun  rising  over  the  famous 
Vermont  Green  Mountains.  These  dies  were  cut  by  either  William  Coley  or  Daniel  Van  Vorhis. 

The  later  issues  were  of  a more  conventional  design,  featuring  an  obverse  bust  and  a seated  figure 
on  the  reverse,  produced  from  punches  of  the  Connecticut  diesinker  Abel  Duel.  At  some  point  the 
Vermont  coiners  merged  their  efforts  with  those  at  Machin’s  Mill  to  produce  the  final  issues  of  the 
series.  As  time  went  by,  the  quality  of  the  produce  deteriorated  rather  obviously,  and  the  latest  issues 
were  quite  crudely  struck. 

It  seems  that  Vermont  coppers  have  long  had  a certain  fascination  among  early  American  coin 
collectors,  because  there  always  have  been  a number  of  dedicated  specialists  in  the  series.  We  cannot 
be  sure  if  this  is  due  to  the  short  nature  of  the  issues,  or  the  diverse  number  of  types  available.

FUGIO  CENTS 


The  Fugio  Cents  ivere  the  first  coins  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  newly  formed  United  States. 
Conditions  prevented  the  establishment  of  a federal  mint,  so  the  government  solicited  bids  for  coppers 
with  a sundial  and  joined  rings  reverse.  The  legends  “Fugio”  and  “Mind  Your  Business”  were  also 
specified,  and  have  been  commonly  credited  to  Benjamin  Franklin.  In  fact,  in  many  nineteenth 
century  auction  catalogues  these  coins  were  referred  to  as  Franklin  Cents,  At  any  rate,  James  Jarvis, 
also  to  be  associated  with  the  Connecticut  coppers,  obtained  the  contract,  purportedly  by  bribery.  The 
coins  were  produced  in  New  Haven,  and  the  dies  were  cut  by  Abel  Buel.  Only  400,000  of  the  26  million 
pieces  specified  in  the  original  contract  were  actually  minted  before  Jarvis  was  found  in  default 

Several  thousand  of  the  Fugio  cents  found  their  way  to  the  vaults  of  the  Bank  of  New  York,  where 
for  years  they  were  given  out  by  the  bank  as  souvenirs.  Today  most  extant  Mint  State  examples  trace 
their  origin  to  this  source. 

Horatio  Rust  had  copy  dies  made  about  I860  and  a number  of  restrikes  were  made  in  gold  (extreme- 
ly rare),  silver,  brass,  and  copper.  These  are  easily  distinguishable  from  the  originals  by,  among  other 
characteristics,  thinner  rings  on  the  reverse.  These  so-called  “New  Haven  Restrikes”  were  actually 
produced  in  Waterbury,  Connecticut.

THE  SMALL  CHANGE  NOTES  OF  1789-1803 


The  Small  Change  notes  of  the  1790’s  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  and 
Rhode  Island  represent  an  attempt  by  various  cities,  churches,  and  private  enterprise  to  remedy  the 
shortage  of  small  change  that  began  with  the  panic  of  July  1789.  Public  acceptance  of  the  circulating 
British  coppers,  as  well  as  the  numerous  copper  issues  of  the  individual  colonies  varied  greatly,  and 
the  situation  was  only  exacerbated  by  differing  resolutions  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly  and  the 
New  York  City  Council.  As  a result,  issues  such  as  these  were  inevitable  and  quite  welcome,  with 
many  issues  formally  accepted  by  many  local  merchants,  not  just  the  issuer. 

It  therefore  comes  as  no  surprise  that  most  of  the  few  survivors  are  in  fairly  low  condition,  and 
many  issues  failed  to  survive  at  all.  With  most  public  sales  having  only  a few  notes  if  any,  the  present 
collection  of  45  New  York  issues  plus  a few  from  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  is,  by  a 
wide  margin,  the  largest  offering  in  many  decades.  It  is  also  difficult  to  value  them,  and  Newman 
notes  that  “prices  are  not  included  because  of  an  insufficiency  of  sales  data.”
